In republican circles, Johnson aud 
Borah aside, one hears nowhere near 
so much bitterness against either the 
treaty or the League as formerly. Men 
who were once strongly anti-League 
now' say: 
“The prejudice against the 
League will die down somewhat.”

wants to make peace quickly.

going to be hard to do it, even by 
amending the treaty and the cove­ 
nant.”

Indeed, a celebrated geologist has 
recently declared that if the importa­ 
tion of Mexican oil should cease for 
three months, so much hardship and 
loss would be worked upon the peo­ 
ple of the United States that American 
public opinion would demand inter­ 
vention in Mexico at once. 
That raises arr interesting question. 
Would the people of the United States 
really feel M id act as this geologist 
believes? Would they really insist on 
going down into Mexico and taking 
Mexico’s oil by force of arms regard­ 
less of Jhe morals of the proceeding 
and for no better reason than the fact 
that they needed the oil? 
It is very much to he feared that 
they would find some excuse for doing 
so. At any rate, it is to be hoped that 
they will not he subjected to the test.

Shakespeare, writer of a hundred 
romances, had but one in his life, and 
that was an unhappy one. 
It was 
with a certain Mary Kitten, a lady 
in waiting to Queen Elizabeth, who, 
according to all accounts, must have 
been a most unworthy young minx. 
She 
was 
beautiful 
enough, 
with 
large black eyes and a wealth of black 
hair that framed a face of healthy 
pallor, and gave excuse for Sliake- 
speare’s reference to her as the “dark 
lady.” 
Shakespeare loved her with all his 
heart, and she returned his love for 
a little space, and then became at­ 
tracted 
to 
the earl 
of Pembroke, 
Shakespeare’s dearest friend and pa­ 
tron. 
Probably because she feared 
what the poet might say, she proceed­ 
ed to lure him away from Shakespeare 
and the young writer sunk In gloom 
and despair. This was about the year 
1001, and his sonnets wr’tten between 
1598 and that date tell the story clear 
enough. 
However, lovers of the bard 
may have the satisfaction of knowing 
that the earl and the lady were caught 
Iii their arbour, and she was dismissed 
from the court, while the earl was 
sent to the* Tower of London. 
She 
was the daughter of Sir Edward Kit­ 
ten. and at the time of her affair with 
the dramatist was 20 years old. 
She 
afterward married a mere army cap­ 
tain, and history promptly lost sight 
of her.

FIFTY-TWO INDICTED 
- IN BUILDING TRUST 


New York, Dec. 21.—Twenty-five 
individual plumbers and twenty- 
seven plumbing firms, members of 
the Master Plumbers’ Association, 
were charged in a blanket indict­ 
ment reported to Justice Mc A very 
yesterday with violation of the an­ 
titrust law. 
Justice Mc Avery fixed bail at 
$5,000 in the 
case 
of each indi­ 
vidual. 
The corporations will not be re­ 
quired to furnish bonds. Last night 
six of the individuals appeared and 
furnished bail. 
The. others were 
directed to 
appear 
today for ar­ 
raignment. 
The extraordinary grand jury 
which returned the indictments had 
been considering the evidence pro­ 
duced before the Lockwood com­ 
mittee, which is investigating the 
alleged building trust. 
It was em­ 
phasized tonight that the Master 
Plumbers’ Association was not in­ 
dicted, but 
that 
the 
defendants 
were members of the association, 
who constituted what is known as 
the Hetterick group, that has been 
referred to in the trade as “165 
Broadway.” 
Jojin T. Hettick, counsel for the 
Master Plumbers’ Association, was 
mentioned in the indictment, his 
attorney notified him, but he will 
not be required to furnish new bail. 
Hettrick 
was 
recently 
indicted 
with members of the Cutstone Con­ 
tractors’ Association, and is now 
out on $100,000 bail.
